U.S. gas prices were all but flat over the past 
two weeks, but rising crude oil prices are like- 
ly to result in an increase in fuel costs soon, 
according to a new national survey 

The average price of a gallon of self-serve 
regular gasoline sat just under $2.83 per gallon 
as of Friday said Trilby Lundberg, publisher of 
the biweekly Lundberg Survey That’s up less 
than half a penny from the last survey Oct. 22, 


Lundberg said. 

But the Federal Reserve’s attempt to 
boost the U.S. economy with a $6 00 billion 
purchase of government bonds has contrib- 
uted to an increase in crude prices by depress- 
ing the dollar, the standard currency for oil 
trades. 

That means the cost of fuel, including die- 
sel, is likely to jump by as much as 10 cents to 
15 cents per gallon, Lundberg said. 


That increase could start showing up 
“within days,” she said. 

“It will feel like a penalty because prices 
will be jumping at the pump,” Lundberg 
said. “And we will know it’s not an improving 
economy hiking our gasoline demand that 
is raising the prices, but the decisions of the 
Fed.” 

The price of crude oil— the largest com- 
ponent of fuel costs— closed at nearly $87 per 


barrel on the New "York Mercantile Exchange 
on Friday That’s up about $5 per barrel in the 
past two weeks, and nearly all of that is due to 
the Fed, she said. 

The survey samples prices at about 
2,500 filling stations across the continen- 
tal U.S. The lowest gas prices could be 
found in Memphis, Tenn., at an average of 
$2.58 per gallon; the highest were found in San 
Francisco, at $3.16.

BURBANK, Calif. Remember when 
Conan O’Brien was merely the fun- 
niest redhead on the planet? 

Now, through some weird twists 
of fate you couldn’t make up, he’s 
also the creator and producer of a 
reality series called “Extreme Make- 
over: Talk Show Edition.” 

You remember the first makeover, 
the one known as “The Tonight Show 
With Conan O’Brien.” That took 
place at Universal Studios and lasted 
all of seven months on NBC. The 
new makeover, known as “Conan,” 
is being put together 3 miles away, at 
Stage 15 on the Warner Bros. lot. 

It’s a smaller stage, which is just as 
well since O’Brien is working with a 
smaller budget. And yet, thanks to 
the relentlessness of the TBS pub- 
licity machine (those blimp ads!) 
and the whirlwind of publicity that 
accompanied his exit from NBC 
earlier this year, O’Brien may actu- 
ally exceed his “Tonight Show” hype 
when “Conan” launches Nov. 8. 

Since his sold-out “Legally Pro- 
hibited From Being Funny on Tele- 
vision” tour ended this summer, O’Brien’s staff members 
have been furiously hammering and retooling and rewriting 
this latest version of the Conan comedy cavalcade. 

“We started in July, with a completely empty box,” said 
executive producer Jeff Ross, my tour guide. Ross has been 
O’Brien’s right hand since 1993, the man overseeing pro- 
duction ever since O’Brien’s tryout before a test audience. 

Speaking of which, the crew was rapidly putting together 
Stage 15 in anticipation of the test shows, which began last 
week. It seems odd that the man who has taped 3,000 pro- 
grams, and was once considered the future of late-night TV 
by no less an authority than Jay Leno, would still be working 
out the kinks. But look around and it becomes clear why 
Conan 3.0 might be in need of some beta testing. 



The new set recalibrates the rela- 

.r tionship between host and audience. 

A There are far fewer seats here than 

his Carsonesque “Tonight Show” 
grandstand held. About 260 guests 
will watch in a co2y, theater-in-the- 
round setting. Blue is out and orange 
is in— not a garish Halloween hue, 
either, but something warm and 
mellow, like the embers of a late- 
night fire. It’s fan-friendlier, and that 
makes sense. After all, O’Brien left 
NBC for basic cable in part because 
he wanted to have an audience that 
was devoted to him more than he 
wanted to be No. 1 in late night. 

“Our challenge was creating in- 
timate space in an airport hangar,” 
said O’Brien, still sporting the beard 
he grew for his concert tour. “When 
I worked on ‘Saturday Night Live,’ 
Dana Carvey had this great phrase— 
comedy compression. You want to 
have the right space so the comedy 
can bounce off the walls. And then 
we can shoot ‘Step Up 4: Electric 
Boogaloo’ in the unused space.” 

The other challenge was re- 
launching O’Brien on a cable chan- 
nel and a cable budget. No one is talking salaries, perhaps 
because it would be tacky in these times of economic 
hardship, or perhaps just because it’s legally prohibited. 
But TBS didn’t become hugely profitable by handing out 
fat paychecks. 

Ross acknowledged that with O’Brien’s production 
company now bearing the financial burden of the show, he 
would look for efficiencies. But, he added, he knew where 
to look. 

“^Cb’ve been doing this a long time,” he said. 

Backstage, Ross showed me one elegant cost-cutting 
solution: Instead of building guest dressing rooms from 
scratch, the crew tethered a few studio-lot trailers together, 
with a common area in the middle. 
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O'Brien re-enters 
a crowded field

Conan O’Brien’s switch from legacy broadcaster to basic-cable outpost 
represents a hugely symbolic moment in the evolution of late-night TV, 
as the audience tilts away from aging franchises such as “Tonight” to 
younger competitors. 

In October, for the first time ever, Comedy Central’s “The Daily 
Show With Jon Stewart” became the No. i late-night program among 
adults ages 18 to 49, beating NBC’s “Tonight” with Jay Leno and CBS’ 
“Late Show With David Letterman,” according to the Nielsen Co. 

Leno and Letterman are now battling for supremacy of a diminished 
and notably grayer audience. The median age of the Letterman viewer 
is 56; for Leno, it’s 55. Meanwhile, Stewart generates just as much news 
and water-cooler chatter as do the traditional hosts. And the field in- 
cludes a growing roster of other personalities with their own follow- 
ings, such as Jimmy Kimmel, Stephen Colbert and Chelsea Handler. 

The plethora of talk shows brings to mind Johnny Carson, who end- 
ed his reign as late-night king in 1992 by noting that the world’s popula- 
tion grew by 2.4 billion since he started doing “Tonight” in 1962. “Half 
of those ... will soon have their own late-night TV show,” he joked. 

“There’s no king of late night anymore,” said Brad Adgate, an analyst 
for ad firm Horizon Media in Newark. “There’s a lot of princes, even 
a princess, but there’s no king.” 

TBS is angling to grab a big slice of the youth audience with O’Brien, 
whose goofy “Coco” persona has developed a cult following among col- 
lege folks. Ross said that although the program will have a different 
flavor, it will still feature the familiar elements, including a monologue, 
comedy bits, guest interviews and even sidekick Andy Richter. 

On the TBS lineup, O’Brien is joining George Lopez, another broad- 
cast refugee whose “Lopez Tonight” has aired on the network for a year. 
“Lopez Tonight” will get pushed back to 11 p.m. so “Conan” can take the 
prime 10 p.m. spot. 

The Time Warner-owned cable network is hoping for a double punch 
that can match what NBC has with Jay Leno and Jimmy Fallon as well 
as CBS’ block of Letterman and Craig Ferguson. CBS declined to com- 
ment, and an NBC spokesperson could not be reached.

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Chicago’s amazing race 

Heavy hitters rally support with mayoral contest 3 months away

While candidates for U.S. Senate and gov- 
ernor made last-minute appeals in the clos- 
ing days of their campaigns, the hard char- 
gers who want to be Chicago mayor were 
busy setting themselves up for business. 

Rahm Emanuel spent part of Election 
Day shooting his first TV campaign com- 
mercial, while ward bosses friendly to him 
had their precinct workers gather signa- 
tures for his mayoral candidacy even as 
they handed out palm cards for Tuesday’s 
races. 

Carol Moseley Braun breathed life into 
her fledgling candidacy by securing the 
support of millionaire investment man- 
ager John Rogers Jr. 

Gery Chico and state Sen. James T. 
Meeks worked the election night party 
circuit, glad-handing and doing interviews. 

Now the biggest game in town begins 


in earnest— the race to succeed Mayor 
Daley who for more than two decades has 
reigned from atop Chicago’s political pyra- 
mid. Daley announced in September that 
he would not run for a seventh term. 

“This is the bread-and-butter race to 
people. Mayor is what affects them on a 
day-to-day basis, from police and trash to 
streetlights and schools,” said City Clerk 
Miguel del Valle, another mayoral con- 
tender. “In this race, people are going to 
pay attention a lot sooner than a few weeks 
before the election.” 

And it’ll be a sprint. 

In one week, politicians seeking to be- 
come Chicago’s next mayor will stand in 
line at the crack of dawn with piles of sig- 
natures inches thick to get their names on 
the Feb. 22 ballot for the city election. 

Emanuel, the former congressman and 
recently departed White House chief of 


staff, is on his way to securing the back- 
ing of Democratic ward committeemen 
throughout the North Side, including 
much of his old congressional district. 

Chico has begun garnering political sup- 
port as an “anybody-but-Rahm” candidate, 
portraying himself as a neighborhood guy 
in contrast to Emanuel, who moved back 
to Chicago to run for mayor. 

Meanwhile, after two months of closed- 
door meetings, a coalition of African- 
American leaders chose U.S. Rep. Danny 
Davis as its “consensus candidate” for 
mayor. 

The group of elected officials, clergy and 
businessmen is trying to recapture the en- 
ergy that helped catapult Harold Washing- 
ton into office by unifying behind one per- 
son. Its decision, however, is not expected 
to keep other black politicians out of the

Airliner 
flew safely 
over Willis, 
FAA says

A large commercial airplane flies low and 
slow over Willis Tower, causing curiosity 
and sudden fear among the crowd of peo- 
ple walking on downtown streets. 

Did the pilot veer off course? Or was the 
flight path intentional? 

“It was flying so low that everyone on 
the street stopped to stare,” one observer 
e-mailed the Tribune after the incident 
one morning last month. 

Ten minutes later, two more jumbo jets 
lumbered, one after the other, over the 
Loop, according to the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 

To onlookers, the planes appeared to 
barely clear the rooftop antennas on Chi- 
cago’s tallest buildings. 

What was this phenomenon? Did it en- 
danger the public and the people on board 
the planes? Or were the observers on the 
ground overreacting or tricked by their 
own eyes? 

One thing’s for sure: It was not an isolat- 
ed incident. The Tribune’s transit reporter 
has witnessed on numerous occasions 
commercial planes that appeared to be 
flying lower than normal, while still com- 
plying with the wide range allowed in their 
assigned airspace. 

FAA officials downplayed the likelihood 
of such a scenario, and they said there were 
no reports of commercial pilots violating 
their assigned routes on the day in ques- 
tion. 

Flight procedures governing the down- 
town area call for planes to maintain an 
altitude of at least 5,000 feet over Lake 
Michigan and at least 4,000 feet inside 
the shoreline. 

But some exceptions below the 
4,ooo-foot threshold are allowed, includ- 
ing for commercial pilots who on a blue- 
sky day can see the airport from as far out 
as downtown. 

The FAA said the first plane that passed 
over Willis Tower recently crossed at 
4,000 feet, according to FAA spokesman 
Tony Molinaro. 

‘At this height the plane was about 
2,300 feet above the top of the building, 
or more than double the needed distance,” 
Molinaro said. 

Willis Tower is 1,730 feet tall.
